This log was 


upright, burled under 60 feet of vol- 
canic overburden. A small portion 
visible from^the highway led to the 
discovery. An Investigation by War- 
MB D. Smith, range-naturalist and 
University of Oregon doctor of geol- 
ogy, leads to belief that the tree was 
burled by explosive material from 
old Mount Mazama, the ancestral 
mountain of Crater lake.

money "for the purpose of hastening 
recovery." 


Approve Social Betterment. 


After clashing with the adminis- 


tration on the bonus issue, the Le- 
gion turned around and literally en- 
dorsed President Roosevelt's social 
betterment program. It ordered an 
immediate inquiry into the benefits 
of an old age pension law, unem- 
ployment insurance and a law to re- 
duce working hours without decreas- 
ing wages. Mr. Roosevelt probably 
will recommend this legislation to 
the next congress, as he: favored a 
30-houi- week in the last congress. 
The Legion also was on record as 


demanding enactment by congress 
of a universal draft law, which would 
conscript capital, industry, labor and 
manpower in time of war. 


Then, it reiterated its frequently 


expressed opposition to the world 
court and to any reduction or re- 
vision of foreign debt settlements. 
Indeed, it came close to withdrawing 
from the Pidac, the international 
war veterans' organization, when a 
woman delegate denounced "inter- 
national entangling alliances." Only 
the astute maneuvering of the pre- 
siding officer and a plea from the 
Legion chaplain blocked the with- 
drawal, as the veterans were violent- 
ly opposed to showing any more fa- 
vors to Europe. 


Demand Preference Over Aliens. 
Three widely differing items com- 


pleted the major program. 
These 


were demands for preference of Am- 
ericans over aliens on federal jobs 
and in HOLC loans, a, denunciation 
of mercy pleas for Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll. notorious draft dodger, 
and a plea to congress to set aside 
Armistice Day as a national holiday. 
This was the program given Frank 


N. Belgrano, Jr., of San Francisco, 
the new national commander. He 
was pledged the united support of 
the Legion in carrying it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion in the coming 
year.

James Dalton at the meeting of the 
directors of the National Automobile 
Association in St. Louis. 


He stated that a questionnaire 


had been 
sent to auto dealers 


throughout the country, which asked 
if the dealers were in favor of the 
automobile code' providing it could 
be 
fully 
enforced; 
whether 
the 


dealers believed that the factories 
should back up the code; and bow- 
many persons were employed 
in 


ebeir establishments. 


The results showed that 63 per 
cent of those queried had answered, 
and of this number 77 per cent 
were in favor on question one; 80 
per cent on question two. Replies 
were received from 10,813 dealers, 
who employed 140,950 persons. 
Mr. Dalton, in his address, stated 


that six weeks ago he was afraid 
that the code would not stand .up. 
Today, he stated, he would not take 
a bet against the code, no matter 
what odds were given.

;tacle of hardy chestnut trees, 


replete with bristling burs enclosing 
big, brown nuts, may again delight 
nature lovers In Pennsylvania if a. 
light now being waged by modern 
science Is successful. 
-Some experts aver the chestnut 
tree, virtually wiped out in this 
state nearly 20 years ago by the 
blight, can't come back but Dr. G. 
A. Zimmerman, a local practitioner, 
believes otherwise. 
. 
- He treats the trees mucn as il 
they u-ere human beings and "vac- 
cinates" them against the blight. 
-To prove the practical value of 
His experiment, Dr. Zimmerman, 
*no Is also president of the Penn- 
sylvania Nut Growers' Association 
and vice president ol the Northern 
Nut Growers' Association, points to 
the some 1 000 Chestnut trees treat- 
ed by him which are flourishing on 
His land at nearby Piketown. 


Serum Is TJscd 


'The chestnut tree, Dr. Zimmer- 
man believes, can be immunized 
against the blight by injecting into 
it a serum prepared from a diseased 
specimen. With this artificial aid, 
the tree will develop a resistance to 
the disease and grow to a normal 
size, ne said. 
"The vaccination takes place in 
the spring when the sap is running. 
A T-inclsion is made in the bark 
over which Is sealed a paper cup 
containing the serum. The serum 
immunizes the tree as it seeps to 
afl its parts through the sap stream. 
• Dr. 
Zimmerman 
pointed 
out, 


However, that the treatment was 
ribt absolute. Some trees subjected 
to the experiment failed to respond 
favorably and died. 
Others were 


tdfectc-' in but various parts by the 
blight. This was to be expected, he 
said, since the serum must reach all 
parts of the tree before it can be 
fully Immunized. 
^ Early in his medical career, Dr. 
Zimmerman pioneered in animal 
and human vaccination. He finally 
Utcame convinced that the cells of 
s[ plant organism, as well as those 
of an animal, will develop an en- 
zyme when a germ is intro^-cKd. 
With this thought in 
mind. Dr. 
Zimmerman prepared serum and 
b^gan experimenting on chestnut 
sboots growing on his land. 
* 
Trees Bear Fruit 
|"I soon discovered that the trees 
•would build up s. defense against 
the blight." he said. "The problem 
tJien became one of finding chest- 
nut stock worth immunizing." 
iHe obtained suitable stock from 
ail over the country and abroad. 
•Within a few years, the grafted and 
immunized trees were bearing fruit.

TRUCK CRASHES 


HARRISBUKG, . Oct. 26.—Truck 


owners who hire under-age em- 
ployes or permit drivers to work ex- 
cessively long hours are flirting with 
accidents, damage suits and license 
revocations, the Division ol Safety 
said today. 


Officials of the division cited two 


recent accidents in which these 
hazardous practices played a prom- 
inent part. 


Near Harrisburg, a truck driver 


was killed when a heavily loaded 
machine, enroute from the coal re- 
gions to Baltimore left the high- 
way. The driver was pinned against 
a tree and was. burned to death as 
the wrecked truck caught fire. 


Investigation revealed that the 
operator -was slightly over 16 years 
of age. The owner of the truck has 
been cited for violation of the Motor 
Vehicle Code provision which pro- 
loibits the employment of any per- 
son under 18 years of age as the 
paid operator of an automobile or 
truck.

his land at nearby Piketown. 
Serum Is Used 
* The chestnut tree. Dr. Zimmer­ 
man believes, can be immunized 
against the blight by injecting into 
it a serum prepared from a diseased 
specimen. 
W ith this artificial aid, 
tie tree will develop a resistance to 
the ¿«ease and grow to a normal 
size, he said.

A T-incision is made in the bark 
over which is sealed a paper cup 
ebntaining the serum.

of a number of new villages soon to 
sprout in -the region, has been ded- 
icated with elaborate ceremony. 


Neu Westeel, the infant com- 


munity, stands on part of 50,000 
acres of "drowned land" swallowed 
by the sea some 600 years ago dur- 
ing a great storm. Bit by bit the 
sea has been pushed back with fill- 
ings and dams, bringing to light 
again polders from 1,500 to 20,000 
acres in area and finally these were 
generally linked into one solid strip 
Jutting out of the sea. 


The remainder of the "drowned 


land" will be brought back month 
by month. 


Neu Westeel, in addition to the 


group of neat workingmen's houses, 
boasts a stone church and school.

tinuing the great sacrifice of men at 
the battle of Passchendaele to sat- 
isfy his own vanity today caused a 
stir in political and military circles. 


Lloyd George, prime minister at 


the time of the bottle in 1917, dis- 
cussed Earl Haig and the Flanders 
struggle where 400,000 Britons tell, 
in the" fourth volume of his war 
memoirs, published today. 


Haig "wilfully and skilfully" mis- 


led the cabinet by withholding vital 
facts, the famous Welsh statesman 
charged.Gambled On Break 


Haig's aim was to keep the Ger- 
mans engaged in Flanders to give 
Marshal Petain a chance to restore 
the morale of the collapsing French 
army. The struggle for the little Bel- 
gian hamlet of Fasschendaele 
in 


the early winter of 1917, at the end 
of the third battle of Ypres, was 
waged under appalling conditions. 
Chill rain fell continuously, troops 
and artillery bogged down in a sea 
of mud, and the Germans used poi- 
son gas, their new weapon, exten- 
sively.. Losses were tremendous oil 
both sides.) 
"Haig," 
wrote 
Lloyd 
George, 


'gambled on the chance that the 
3ermans would break, rather than 


e the dread alternative of a con- 


fession of failure to the politicians 
who had deposed Lord French for a 
.ess stupendous errore of Judgment 
at Loos. 


"While hundreds of - thousands 


were being destroyed through insane 
egotism, every message and memor- 
andum from Halg was full of insist- 
ences in the importance of sending 


more men to replace those who 


had been sent to die in the mud." 


Lloyd George said Haig minimized 


the German morale and reserves of 
man power, and the quality of the 
enemy's guns and ammunition.

Lloyd George, prime m inister at 
the tim e of the battle in 1917, dis­ 
cussed Earl Haig and the Flanders 
struggle where 400.000 Britons fell, 
in the' fourth volume of his war 
memoirs, published today. 
Haig “wilfully and skilfully” mis­ 
led the cabinet by withholding vital 
facts, the famous Welsh statesm an 
charged. 
Gambled On Break 
Haig’s aim was to keep the G er­ 
m ans engaged in Flanders to give 
M arshal Petain a chance to restore 
the m orale of the collapsing French 
army. The struggle for the little Bel­ 
gian ham let 
of Passchendaele 
in 
the early winter of 1917, a t the end 
of the third battle of Ypres, was 
waged under appalling conditions 
Chill rain fell continuously, troops 
and artillery bogged down in a sea 
of mud, and the G erm ans used poi­ 
son gas, their new weapon, exten­ 
sively. Losses were trem endous on 
both sides.) 
“Haig,” 
wrote 
Lloyd 
George, 


“gambled on the chance th a t the 
G erm ans would break, rath er than 
face the dread alternative of a con­ 
fession of failure to the politicians 
who had deposed Lord French for a 
less stupendous errore of judgm ent 
a t Loos.

“Passchendaele, with the Somme 
and Verdun,” wrote Lloyd George,

jestic on the day of the Lindbergh 
kidnaping, Fawcett expressed 
the 


belief that an examination of the 
payroll might show his client's name 
had been erased from the list. 


Police Have Records 


New Jersey police authorities now 


have possession 
of

payroll. 


Furcht, who was construction sup- 
erintendent at the building at the 
time of the kidnaping, withdrew his 
alibi when lie was shown that his 
record did not contain Hauptmann's 
name. 


Fawcett, it is understood, will also 


seek to examine the records of the

whose manager, E. Pescia, said he 
sent Hauptmann to the Majestic on 
February 27, 1932, the Saturday be- 
fore the day of the crime, which 
occurred on Tuesday, March 1.

the Standard Oil Company and the 
Royal Dutch Shell Company to con- 
struct storage tanks at a cost of $20,- 
000,000, without the slightest guar- 
anty that no losses would be sus- 
tained by the investment. 


Futhermore, the American and 


British companies would have no as- 
surance of non-interference in the 
project by the Manchukuo govern- 
ment, and no promise has been given 
that the work could be carried out 
without government supervision.

The proposed law for establish­ 
ment of the monoply would compel 
the Standard Oil Company and the 
Royal Dutch Shell Company to con­ 
struct storage tanks at a cost of $20,- 
000,000, without the slightest guar­ 
anty that no losses would be sus­ 
tained by the investment. 
Futhermore, the American and 
British companies would have no as­ 
surance of non-interference in the 
project by the Manchukuo govern­ 
ment, and no promise has been given 
that the work could be carried out 
without government supervision. 
Tokyo newspapers featured the 
fact that the United Stats, Britain 
and the Netherlands, working in 
sympathy if not actual concert, have 
formally warned Japan that thé pro­ 
posed monopoly is in violation of 
Article 3 of the Nine-Powrer treaty, 
which established the open door 
policy in China and what is now 
Manchukuo. 
An interesting sidelight on the af­ 
fair is that Keizaburo Hasimoto, 
chairman of the Manchukuo Oil 
board and a leading figure in the 
monopoly, is president of the Japan 
Oil company and a brother-in-law 
of General Takashi Hishikari, com­ 
mander of the Japanese army in 
Manchukuo. 
Business men declared it is com­ 
mon knowledge that the M anchu­ 
kuo monopoly bill is being prepared 
under Tokyo’s direction, despite the 
diplomatic attitude of the Japanese 
government that the affair is sole 
concern of the “independent” state 
of Manchukuo.

Of Frozen Pests 


Found In Snow 


(International News Service) 


FORT COLLINS, Colo.—A three- 


inch layer of frozen grasshoppers 
was uncovered recently when the 
almost perennial snow on the north- 
western slope of Long's Peak, alti- 
tude 14,000 feet, melted during the 
prolonged heat. 


The theory is that the grass- 
hoppers came into the region dur- 
ing a prolonged drouth similar to 
the one this year, became chilled 
in a sudden cold snap and then 
•were buried in the snows, heaping 
upon each other winter after winter 
and creating a great natural re- 
frigerator. 


Until this summer, when the snow 


has been melted to the lowest level 
within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitants of the region, the presence 
of thousands of insects in the huge 
mountain preservator, almost at the 
top of the peak, was unknown. 


Entomoligists have been requested 
to make a study of the insects by 
officials of the Rocky Mountain 
National park.

Of Frozen Pests 


Found In Snow 


(International News Service) 


FORT COLLINS, Colo.—A three- 
inch layer of frozen grasshoppers 
was uncovered recently when the 
almost perennial snow on the north- 
western slope of Long's Peak, alti- 
tude 14,000 feet, melted during the 
prolonged heat. 


The theory is that the grass- 


hoppers came into the region dur- 
ing a prolonged drouth similar to 
the one this year, became chilled 
in a sudden cold snap and then 
were buried in the snows, heaping 
i;pon each other winter after winter 
and creating a great natural re- 
frigerator. 


Until this summer, when the snow- 


has been melted to the lowest level 
within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitants of the region, the presence 
of thousands of insects hi the huge 
mountain preservator, almost at the 
top of the peak, was unknown. 


Entomoligists have been requested 


to make a study of the insects by 
officials of the Rocky Mountain 
National park.

Endorsement Of Sinclair 


In California 


FARLEY SILENT 


ABOUT MATTER

WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 20.—The 


ruddy, genial face of Postmaster 
General James A. Farley 
was a 


trifle redder than usual today, all 
because of California's boiling poli- 
tical situation, whlcrr'finds Upton 
Sinclair, the reclaimed Socialist, try- 
ing to ride Into the governorship on 
the back of the Democratic donkey. 


The administration decided early 


to have as little to do as possible 
with the firecracker situation 
in 


California and with Sinclair. Other 
Democratic candidates received the 
usual pat on the back and 
"best 


wishes." Some of them have been 
aided in more material ways. But not 
Sinclair. 


Roosevelt Silent 


It is true that Sinclair made n 


pilgrimage to the summer White 
House at Hyde Park and conferred 
lengthily -With President Roosevelt 
some weeks ago. Alter that meeting 
Sinclair said he was "charmed." and 
"delighted" with his reception. From 
Mr. Boosevelt emanated nothing but 
silence. 


Taking his cut from his 
chief, 


Farley, who is also Democratic na- 
tional chairman, has been strangely 
quiet about Sinclair and his epic 
plan for saving California. 


But the genial chairman reckoned 


without the ponderous and efficient 
machinery of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, which he built up, 
and of which, he is the engineer in 
charge. 
It seems that a form letter was 


rigged up by the national committee 
intended for general distribution In 
behalf of Democratic candidates for 
office. The letter 
was 
carefully 
phrased, with blank spaces left for 
the insertion of the names of states 
and candidates. It was all a part of 
the regular business of patting can- 
didates on the back and appealing 
for Democratic support. 


Fill In California 


Some one, it appears, forgot to 


tell the stenographers whose busi- 
ness it was to fill in the names of 
states and candidates to omit Cali- 
fornia. 
So in the natural course 


of events, California was typed in. 
Also the names of Senator Hiram 
Johnson, who is running for re- 
election on both Republican: and 
Democratic tickets—and Upton Sin- 
clair. The letters were duly sent out 
to "key" men in California, as in 
other states. 
Such, at least, is the unofficial 


explanation of Postmaster General 
Farley's "endorsement" of 
Upton

. Alter St. Paul had written. the 
great Christian doctrines 61 the 
church in the eyes of God, which 
make up the first three chapters of 
his Ephesian letter, he proceeded 
ta deal with the fruit of these doc- 
trines in practice in the lives of 
Christians before the eyes of men. 
Thus always doctrine and practice 


appear in the relation of root and 
fruit, of source and stream, or light 
and life. 


Personal Standards of Life 


In Ephesians 4:17-6-9, Paul deals 


with personal, social and domestic 
life, laying down principles for the 
Christian's guidance in each of these 
realms. Our lesson deals with the 
first two of these. In dealing with 
the principles he enunciates for per- 
sonal life (4:17-32); Paul contrasts 
the heathenish practices of darkness, 
ignorance, blindness and filthiness of 
those "who have given themselves 
over unto lasciviousness,- to work all 
uncleanness with greediness". 
This 


contrast continues showing the ne- 


cessity, of putting off lying lips, to 
put on truthfulness (25); putting off 
sinful anger to put on righteous an- 
ger (26-27); putting off theft to put 
on Industry and charity (28); putting 
off filthy -mouthedness to put on 
wholesome, helpful speech (29); and 
putting off bad temper to put on 
kindness (31-32). The motive power 
to accomplish all these tremendous 
personal changes is the love of God 
in Jesus Christ: "Be ye kind one to 
another, tender hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ's 
sake hath forgiven you." Paul never 
omits this essential hook-up between 
creed and conduct. 


Social Standards o? Life 


From personal life standards Paul 


passes to standards for the Chris- 
tian's social life in 5:1-21. His first 
practical demand here is that we 
walk In love, excluding lust-(1-5). 
For this love life God's love is still 
to be the dynamic: "Be ye therefore 
imitators of God, as beloved chil- 
dren; and walk in love, even as 
Christ also loved you, and gave him- 
self up for us." The filthy sex rot 
of movie screen and magazine stories 
that would pass for "love" is to be 
excluded as bestial, sensual lust;

wishes." Some of them have been 
aided in more material ways. But not 
Sinclair. 


Roosevelt Silent 


It is true that Sinclair made a. 


pilgrimage to the summer White 
House at Hyde Park and conferred 
lengthily with President Roosevelt 
some weeks ago. After that meeting 
Sinclair said he was "charmed" and 
"delighted" with his reception. Prom 
Mr. Roosevelt emanated nothing but 
silence. 


Taking his cut from his 
chief 


Parley, who is also Democratic na- 
tional chairman, has been strangely 
quiet about Sinclair and his epic 
plan for saving California. 


But the genial chairman reckoned 


without the ponderous and efficient 
machinery of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, which he built up, 
and of which he is the engineer in 
charge. 


It seems that a form letter was 


rigged tip by the national committee 
intended for general distribution In 
behalf of Democratic candidates for 
office. The letter 
was 
carefully 


phrased, with blank spaces left lor 
the insertion of the names of states 
and candidates. It was all a part of 
the regular business of patting can- 
didates on the back and appealing 
for Democratic support. 


Fill In California 


Some one, it appears, forgot to 


tell the stenographers whose busi- 
ness it was to fill in the names of 
states and candidates to omit Cali- 
fornia. 
So in the natural course 


of events, California was typed in. 
Also the names of Senator Hiram 
Johnson, 
who is running for re- 


election on both Republican 
and 


Democratic tickets—and Upton Sin- 
clair. The letters were duly sent out 
to "key" men in California, as in 
other states. 


Such, at least, is the unofficial 


explanation of Postmaster General 
Parley's "endorsement" 
of Upton 


Sinclair and his bizzare campaign 
for the governorship. 


There is no "official" explanation, 


because'the usually affable post- 
master general declines to discuss it! 
at all. He will discuss Democratic 
candidates 
and 
chances 
in 
47' 


states. 
But 
mention 
California, 


which of course means mentioning 
Sinclair, and the loquacious Farley 
becomes as silent ns the Sphinx. 


It may be that the "unofficial" 


explanation of the Parley letter is 
wrong, and that despite the lack of 
public support accorded Sinclair by 
the administration, Farley decided 
to do what he would in his quiet 
way to advance Democratic chances 
in California. There are even ru- 
mors that the organization-minded 
national chairman appended a post- 
script to the California letter in his 
own hand-writing. 
But those ru- 


mors can't be confirmed because no- 
body around Democratic GHQ will 
discuss them—or discuss California 
at all. 


Farley himself returned to Wash- 


ington today from a mountain re- 
sort. His silence concerning the Cal- 
ifornia campaign was even more 
dense than ever. 


He called at the White House and

uation, and presumably the mix-up 
about the letter, but "Big Jim" 
blandly declined all comment upon 
leaving the White House.

. After St. Paul had written the 
great Christian doctrines of 
the 


church in the eyes of God, which 
make up the first three chapters of 
his Ephesian letter, he proceeded 
to deal with the fruit of these doc- 
trines hi practice in the lives of 
Christians before the eyes of men 
Thus always doctrine and practice 


appear in the relation of root and 
fruit, of source and stream, or light 
and life. 


Personal Standards of Life 


In Ephesians 4:17-6-9, Paul deals 


with personal, social and domestic 
life, laying down principles for the 
Christian's guidance in each of these 
realms. 
Our lesson deals with the 


first two of these. In dealing with 
the principles he enunciates for per- 
sonal life (4:17-32); Paul contrasts 
the heathenish practices of darkness, 
ignorance, blindness and filthiness of 
those "who have given themselves 
over unto lasciviousness,- to work all 
uncleanness with greediness". This 
contrast continues showing the ne- 


cessity.of putting off lying lips, to 
put on truthfulness (25); putting off 
sinful anger to put on righteous an- 
ger (26-27); putting off theft to put 
on industry and charity (28); putting 
off filthy-mouthedness to put on 
wholesome, helpful speech (29); and 
putting off bad temper to put on 
kindness (31-32). The motive power 
to accomplish all these tremendous 
personal changes Is the love of God 
in Jesus Christ: "Be ye kind one to 
another, tender hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ's 
sake hath forgiven you." Paul never 
omits this essential hook-up between 
creed and conduct. 


Social Standards of Life 


Prom personal life standards Paul 
passes to standards for the Chris- 
tian's social life in 5:1-21. His first 
practical demand here is that we 
walk in love, excluding lust. (1-5). 
For this love life God's love is still 
to be the dynamic: "Be ye therefore 
imitators of God, as beloved chil- 
dren ; and walk in love, even as i 
Christ also loved you, and gave him- i 
self up. for us." The filthy sex rot 
of movie screen and magazine stories 
that would pass for "love" is to be 
excluded as bestial, sensual lust; 
"fornication, and all uncleanness, 
et it not even be named among you 
as becometh saints", much less pat- 
ronized and indulged. Distinguish 
between love and lust. 


Paul's next social standard sug- 


gests that the Chritsian walk in light 
excluding darkness: "Ye were once 
darkness, but are now light in the ' 
Lord; walk as children of light 
ind liave no fellowship with the un- 
ruitful works of darkness, but rath- 
er even reprove them.' 
For this 


again Christ is to be the enabling 
lower: "Arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall shine upon thee". 


The Christian must furthermore 


walk in 
wisdom excluding folly 


15-21): "Look therefore carefully 
low ye walk, not'unwise, but as wise. 
Wherefore be ye not foolish, but un- 
derstand what the will of the Lord 
s. And be not drunken with wine, 
therein is riot, but be filled with the 
spirit 
giving thanks always for 


11 things in the name of our Lord 
fesus Christ to God, even the Fa- 
her." Thus again we see Paul es- 
.ablishing this hook-up of faith in 
he Trinity, Father, son and Holy 
Spirit, with practical living of the 
social virtues as the Christian seeks 
in God the grace to walk in love 
and light and wisdom. Practice of 
these principles will result in a life 
of joy: "speaking one to another in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody 
with your heart to the Lord.''

"Just because a woman was once 


a man's wife, it does not necessarily 
follow that the court will compel a 
man to take care of her for the rest 
of her life," Judge Steele declared. 
"The 
court . is constitutionally 


against divorces sitting by idly. at 
home and waiting for that alimony, 
check to put in its appearance. 
There should be some effort on ther 
part of the woman to help herself." 


Judge Steele declined to make a 


change in Flippo's alimony status, 
however, when proof was given that 
his former wife was in ill health" 
and unable to support their 16-year-I 
old son.
